CONSTITUTION OF THE MT. DIABLO AMATEUR RADIO 
CLUB_AS AMENDED. (UPDATED TO OCT. 1, 1978) 


PREAMBLE: The object and purpose of the Mt. 
Diablo Amateur Radio Club is to further the 
interests of Amateur Radio and all those in- 
terested therein, to be of service to our 
community and country in times of need, to 
provide fellowship among our members, and to 
promote harmony with all in our community. 


ARTICLE I: NAME AND OFFICERS 


Sec.l This organization shall be known as 
the "Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club", and 
its officers shall consist of a President, 
Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, two 
Board Members and an Emergency Coordinator. 
All terms of office shall be one year except 
for the two Board Members whose terms are 
two years as specified in Article II Sec.6.5. 
Each officer shall hold a current amateur 
radio license and be a United States citizen. 
Sec. 2 Officers to be elected by ballot 
mailed to all members in good standing. Said 
returned ballots shall be tabulated at the 
regular November meeting. Newly elected offi- 
cers will take office at the January meeting. 


ARTICLE II: CLUB OFFICERS 
DUTIES AND/OR AUTHORITY 


Sec. 1 President 

1.1 His duties shall be to call and preside 
over all official meetings. 

1.2 He shall appoint all necessary 
committee chairmen. 

Sec. 2 Vice-President 

2.1 His duties shall be to assist the 
President in the discharge of his duties and 
to preside in his absence. 

2.2 He shall also be the program chairman. 
Sec. 3 Secretary 
3.1 Shall record the minutes of all official 
meetings and maintain a record of each for 
the inspection of the Board, or of the club 
members. 

3.2 Shall execute all necessary 
correspondence. 

Sec. 4 Jreasurer 

4.1 Shall accept and record all monies and 
properties of the Club. 

4.2 Shall maintain a true and complete 
account of all club assets and liabilities 
and prepare a signed Semiannual Report for 
the inspection of the Board or of the club 
members. 


Sec. 5 Emergency Coordinator 
5.1 Shall coordinate club activities with 


all emergency agencies. 

5.2 Shall maintain all records of infor- 
mation pertaining to those activities. 
3.5 Shall make a quarterly report to the 
club membership. 


Sec. 6 Board of Directors 


6.1 Shall meet and conduct general overall 
plan of club activities. 

6.2 Shall consider and pass all 
applications for club membership. 

6.3 Shall be empowered to authorize payment 
of any bill either: (a) for items to be resold 
by the Club, or (b) not exceeding $50.00. 
6.4 Board of Directors may appoint a duly 
qualified regular club member to fill out the 
unexpired term of any office vacated by 
declination, resignation, death or removal. 
6.2 Two Board Members shall be elected from 
the membership to attend board meetings. One 
Board Member shall be elected on the first of 
each year, his term of office to last two 
years, the second Board Member to be elected 
the following year for a two year period. 
6.6 Any article and/or section of the By- 
laws may be amended by petition to the Board 
of Directors, accompanied by the signatures 
of five regular club members. Approval of a 
proposed amendment by majority of the Board 
will then bring the proposed amendment to 
publication in the CARRIER and then the next 
regular meeting where it may be acted upon, 
and if 2/3 of all members present vote in 
favor of such amendment it shall appear as 

a Bylaw. 


ARTICLE I1I: MEETINGS 


Sec.l Reqular meetings 


1.1 Regular stated meetings shall be held on 
the third Friday of each month and at other 
times when called by the President or by a 
majority of the membership. 


ARTICLE IV: MEMBERSHIP 


Sec.l Membership 


1.1 Any person sincerely interested in 
Amateur Radio is eligible for membership. 
1.2 Petition for membership shall be made to 
the Board of Directors for approval or 
disapproval. 

1.3 Membership shall be revoked after a 
review by the Board of Directors and a 
majority vote for removal for any of the 
following: (a) Serious infraction of the 
radio laws, regulations and treaties of the 
United States of America. (b) Nonpayment of 
dues. (c) Failure to abide by the Constitu- 
tion and Bylaws. 

1.4 Dues delinquent after January 41 auto-

matically stand the member suspended. Re- 
instatement may be made upon payment of dues. 
A member in good standing shall be one pro- 
perly admitted and not suspended or revoked. 


ARTICLE V: FINANCE 


gec.1 Finance 

1.1 The annual dues shall be $5.00 per year 
paid yearly in advance. Dues for new members 
after June 30 shall be $3.00. 

1.2. Club expenses may be defrayed by dues, 
donation, auction or benefit but not by 
assessment. 

1.3 All authorized checks to be signed by 
the Treasurer. 


ARTICLE VI: NOMINATING COMMITTEE 


Sec. 1 Nominating Committee. 


1.1 The Nominating Committee shall consist 
of three members appointed no later than the 
september club meeting by the President. 

1.2 It shall be the duties of the Nominating 
Committee (a) to procure two or more candi- 
dates for each office, (b) to qualify 
the nominated members as to membership and 
willingness to accept nomination, (c) to 

receive and tabulate ballots. 

- 1.3— Nominations in all form to be presented 
at the October meeting. 
ARTICLE VII: PUBLICATION 

sec.l Publication 

1.1 There shall be an official publication 
maintained by the Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio 
Club, in the form of a newsletter to be 
published monthly and called the "CARRIER" 
The editor and staff shall be appointed by 
the Board. 

1.2. It shall be mailed to all members in 
good standing. 

1.5 The financing of the CARRIER shall be 
from the club's treasury.
